Message  from  the  President 

First,  let’s  all  get  behind  the  annual  picnic  next  Sunday!  The  Events! 

Committee  and  volunteers  are  hard  at  work  with  preparations  and  the  picnic 
promises  to  be  loads  of  fun  for  everyone  and  another  opportunity  to  get  to  know  each  other. 

As  the  year  has  progressed,  I  see  the  goals  of  the  Improvement  Club  to  be  three:  Security,  Cohesiveness  and 
Viability.  First,  in  these  uncertain  times,  SECURITY  will  be  achieved  through  getting  to  know  your  neighbors, 
through  the  Neighborhood  watch  program  and  our  close  liaison  with  the  Ingleside  police. 

Our  sense  of  COHESIVENESS  comes  from  activities  experienced  together  (ie.,  the  monthly  meetings,  the 
newsletter,  activities  throughout  the  year  including  the  Installation  of  Officer’s  dinner  dance,  Easter  Egg  hunt, 
garage  sale,  Mother’s  Day  clean  up,  annual  picnic,  Christmas  pot  luck  and  Santa’s  tour  of  the  Bell.  We  now 
have  softball  on  Saturday  mornings  and  a  Fall  bowling  team  on  the  way. 

The  VIABILITY  of  the  Improvement  Club  and  of  St.  Mary’s  Park  depends  on  adequate  funds  from  dues. 
To  this  end,  a  budget  has  been  created  and  a  membership  committee  formed.  Issues  of  traffic,  parking,  the 
islands,  junk  cars  and  other  eyesores  are  continually  addressed.  If  we  are  reasonably  successful  in  these  three 
areas,  we  will  continue  to  be  and  will  continue  to  be  seen  as  a  desirable  city  address. 


Neighborhood  Watch  Update 

We  currently  have  nine  of  the  eighteen  blocks  with 
Volunteer  Block  Captains  and  five  of  those  are 
actively  working  with  S.A.F.E.  to  fully  organize. 
We  need  volunteers  to  step  forward  for  the  blocks 
on  Murray  Street,  the  central  blocks  of  Benton  and 
all  of  lower  Justin.  Each  block  captain  takes 
responsibility  for  approximately  a  dozen  or  so 
houses,  collects  names  and  phone  numbers  and 
schedules  the  first  S.A.F.E.  meeting.  Once  the 
block  is  organized,  it  takes  care  of  itself.  Residents 
who  have  had  S.A.F.E.  meetings  are  doing  things 
like  creating  video  inventories  of  their  household 
items  in  case  of  theft  or  fire,  learning  how  to  give 
accurate  descriptions  of  people,  and  participating  in 
Operation  ID  where  each  resident  engraves  their 
Driver’s  license  number  into  valuable  items  with  an 
electronic  pen  lent  to  them  by  the  S.A.F.E..  Other 
blocks  are  organizing  BBQ’s  and  social  get-togeth¬ 
ers.  After  having  visited  several  of  these  meetings,  I 
left  with  the  conviction  that  blocks  organized  in  this 
way  will  be  safer.

At  the  August  meeting,  residents  had  a  chance  to  meet  SF 
Supervisor  Michael  Yaki,  up  for  re-election  in  November  Mt 
Yaki  talked  about  his  concerns  for  San  Francisco  and  several 
of  the  innovative  programs  he's  working  on,  including  some 
interesting  experiments  with  new  mini-bus  MUNI  transporta¬ 
tion. 

Victor  Raquinan,  a  field  supervisor  from  Parking  and 
Traffic,  addressed  residents'  questions  about  parking  prob¬ 
lems.  He  explained  how  the  department  works  and  the  many 
problems  associated  with  abandoned  and  junk  cars. 

Danna  Peterson  presorted  a  19%  operating  budget  for 
SMPIC  which  she  prepared  in  conjunction  with  Treasurer 
Jewel  Walli  and  with  the  assistance  of  accountant  Alex 
Balldaramo,  a  park  resident  A  motion  was  passed  to  increase 
advertising  rates  for  the  Park  Bell  newsletter  from  the  current 
rale  of  $25  to  $40  annually  fora  l"x2"  space. 

The  membership  committee  was  formed  and  it  will  meet 
and  strategize  a  plan  for  collecting  household  dues. 

The  picnic  date  of  September  15th  was  announced.
